Many  writers  on  Scottish  history  have  confounded  this  uncle  with  the 
Parson  of  Dunipace,  who  befriended  Wallace  in  after  years.  These  are  clear! 
separate  individuals  living  in  separate  localities  and  with  manifestly  di¬ 
vergent  opinions.  The  latter  uncle,  or  "eyme" ,  as  ha  is  invariably  colic  :  by 
Blind  iiarry,  advice:!  fir  W illia.n,  In  the  midst  of  his  difficulties,  c 
up  the  content  and  accept  a  gift  of  lends  and  peerage  under  tb; 

The  Parson  C*Go«rie  could  never  have  brought  himself  to  that  way  of  thinking. 
The  former  is  always  spoken  of  by  Iiarry  ae  the  "Uncle",  and  the  latter  us  th 
"eyas"  of  Wallace,  Although  these  words  have  been  considered  ar  equivalent, 
yet  the  distinction  was  notably  observed  by  the  bard.
